Federal probe begins 
on county disasters 


Federal and state agencies today commenced a thorough probe of the Santa 
Barbara coastal oil mess and recent flood damage as more oil and gas began to 
now again from the patched up Union Oil Company well off the coast of Santa 
Barbara. 
Seven congressmen will go into session at 1 p.m. today in the County Ad­ 
ministration Building to hear testimony on oil pollution and flooding. They 
represent the House subcommittee on harbors, rivers, pollution and flood 
control of the Public Works Committee. 
Although it is expected that they will concentrate testimony 011 the oil dis­ 
aster, it is expected also that they will hear testimony on recent County flood 
damage. 
County Supervisor George H. Clyde who has spearheaded the County drive to 
permanently halt all oil drilling in Channel waters, will testify this afternoon 
along with Supervisor Francis H. Beattie and other city, county and state offi- 
CldiS. 
Clyde will journey to Sacramento Tuesday to testify again on oil pollution 
before a joint hearing of the Senate Natural Resources Committee and the 
Senate Governmental Efficiency Committee. 
Maine Democratic Senator Edmund S. Muskie is expected to bring his air 
and water pollution subcommittee to Santa B arbara Feb. 24 for a two-day 
session on the oil problem. 
Meanwhile, workmen on the offshore oil platform struggled today to con­ 
tain a fresh leak that formed a new slick of crude oil eight miles long off the 
coast. Estimates of the rate of flow from the new leak varied between 2,100 
and 120 gallons daily. Oilworkers readied a huge drum which they planned to 
lower on top of the major portion of the leaking fissures. The leaking oil 
would be sucked up through a hose inserted through the top of the drum and 
disposed on barges. 


Fragile peace on campuses 


in aftermath of violence

The tear gas dissipated, a fragile 
peace returned to Duke University and 
the University of Wisconsin today —with 
National Guardsmen alert for more pos­ 
sible trouble on both the picturesque 
campuses. 
Students holding the University of Chi­ 
cago Administration Building voted ear­ 
ly today to leave “ within 24 hours." 
A leader of the 16-day demonstration 
reportedly called the sitin a “failure," 
and the students sought to make their 
exit — possibly by noon CST — as “dra­ 
m atic" as possible. 
Violence at the University of Wis­ 
consin’s rolling Madison campus Thurs­ 
day involved the first use of National 
Guardsmen on a northern campus. At 
Duke, at Durham, N.C., riot police used 
clubs and tear gas but had to retreat in 
the first major outbreak of violence at 
a southern university in current campus 
disorders. 
At other campuses Thursday, club- 
wielding police arrested 30 persons in 
repeated 
sweeps through chanting, 
scream ing militants at the University 
of California’s Berkeley campus; black 
students violated an agreement and for 
the fourth day took over classes at 
Roosevelt University in Chicago; 
200 
students 
began 
an 
all-night sitin at 
Pennsylvania 
State 
University 
after 
Yippie Jerry Rubin made a speech; and 
between 75 and 100 black and Puerto Ri­ 
can students held a building at City Col­ 
lege of New York for four hours. 


Riot police fought with more than a 
thousand Negro and white students on 
Duke’s Gothic quadrangle Thursday aft­ 
er a nine-hour occupation of the admin­ 
istration building by black students. 
Eighteen persons were injured. 
The black students ordered secre­ 
taries from the records section of the 
building and threatened to set school rec­ 
ords afire if their demands were not 
met or if police moved in. They de­ 
manded a special black education pro­ 
gram without grading, a black studies 
program, money for a black students 
union and an end to “ racist policies." 
School officials gave them one hour 
to get out after waiting to see what the 
blacks 
would 
do. 
White students, 
some carrying clubs, 
gathered on the 
quadrangle outside the building in sym­ 
pathy with the black students. 
After the hour, the administration then 
told the Negroes they were suspended 
and would be subject to crim inal pro­ 
secution if they did not leave. 
Moments later, the blacks left the 
building — and white supporters sur­ 
rounded 
them 
so 
school 
officials 
could not identify them. As the group 
walked away, a girl dem onstrator fell 
or was pushed in front of a police car. 
The melee began. 
Students beat on the police car, claim­ 
ing officers tried to run over the girl, 
and surged back toward the quad. Po­ 
lice Chief W.W. Pleasant said he or­ 
dered tear gas used because two offi­ 
cers were struck on the head.

The bombing the past 4# hours struck 
14 guerrilla strongholds on trails leading 
to the capital where American and Allied 
troops have been mobilized to meet a 
Communist offensive in the surrounding 
11 provinces. 


Communist forces in South Vietnam 
are scheduled to open a weeklong cease­ 
fire Saturday morning in observance of 
the Tet lunar new year holidays.

A six-year-old Lompoc boy suffered 
a fractured collarbone and bruises yes­ 
terday in a collision of his bicycle and a 
car driven by his own family doctor, au- 
thorities reported. 


The boy, Mathew Wilson, of 604 Uni- 
versity PI., was injured when he re ­ 
portedly drove his bicycle into the side 
of a car driven by Dr. Walter Burke 
Anderson, of 608 S. C St. Dr. Anderson 
treated Mathew at the scene and later 
at Lompoc Hospital. Hospital officials 
said the boy was released to his par­ 
ents following treatm ent. 


The accident occurred in the inter­ 
section of Locust Avenue and E Street, 
at about 4:30 p.m ., according to the re- 
port. Dr. Anderson was westbound on 
Locust and Mathew, northbound on E 
Street, investigating officers reported. 


In another accident, an Air Force pho­ 
tographer, George Allen Howe, 34, of 
Rumford, Me., walked away from his 
wrecked car on LompooCasmalia Road, 
after driving across the center divider 
and flipping over, the California High­ 
way Patrol reported.

es said the Allies probably will call a 
36 to 48 hour truce. But the Communists 
used last year’s Tet for their greatest 
nation-wide offensive against cities and 
Allied intelligence said they are planning 
to try again this holiday season. 
An unarmed U.S. Army UH1 ambulance 
helicopter was shot down 30 miles north­ 
west of Saigon, wounding two crewmen. 
Inside Saigon, where GIs now go armed 
even to m ess halls, Viet Cong terro rists 
hand grenaded two South Vietnamese of­ 
fices. They tried to blow up a U.S. Navy 
compound power generator but an alert 
guard spotted the bomb which was safely 
removed. 
The office blasts Thursday killed one 
South Vietnamese civilian and wounded 
four more. Commanders ordered GIs to 
stay off the street unless on business and 
to always carry guns. 
The big bang came in the surrounding 
countryside where the eight-engine Stra- 
tofort’s 1,250 tons of bombs marked the 
greatest such raiding since Dec. 12 and 
13. The B52s hit within 28 miles of Sai­ 
gon.

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Moscow demands provoke 
new crisis over Berlin 


BERLIN (UPI) — Berlin today plunged toward another East - West crisis. The 
Soviet Union demanded West Germany call off a presidential election in West Ber­ 
lin. The West Germans said no and predicted Russian harassment of the citv’s air 
and land traffic. 
British Prime Minister Harold Wilson flew into this outpost city - charting a path 
to be followed by President Nixon Feb. 27 - and told West Berliners: “ I could not 
have picked a better time for my visit. 
Britain stands, now and in the future, 
without alteration or revision, by its 
long-standihg pledge to defend the free­ 
dom of Berlin; British troops will re­ 
main here." 


In 
Paris, 
President 
Charles 
de 
Gaulle’s French government, which with 
America and Britain holds the power in 
West Berlin under World War n rights, 
swung in with her partners. Authorized 
sources said France, in uncommon Wes­ 
tern unity, had rejected flatly an East 
German note protesting the West Ber­ 
lin election. 


Moscow’s newspapers proclaimed that 
the March 5 West Berlin meeting of 
West Germany’s electoral college is il­ 
legal, intolerable and endangering peace. 
“ In 1980 West Berlin will either be a 
dead city with the capitalist facade still 
taking itself to be an outpost of the West 
or it will have a flourishing atmosphere 
— but only if it rids itself of the most 
foolish policy of the 20th century — anti­ 
com m unism,’’ Moscow’s youth newspap­ 
er Komsomolskaya Pravda said. 


In Bonn. 
West German spokesman 
Guenter 
Diehl told newsmen that Rus­ 
sian 
Ambassador 
Semyon Tsarapkin 
Thursday night handed Chancellor Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger a note demanding the 
March 5 election be cancelled. 
“ Of course we cannot agree to can­ 
cel the federal assembly meeting in West 
Berlin. We are consulting with our Al­ 
lies on how to insure free access to the 
city," Diehl said. 


“ We are assuming that the Soviet Un­ 
ion again will attempt to burden the 
situation 
with 
m ilitary 
maneuvers 
around and near Berlin . . . . we reckon 
they may attempt to interrupt overland 
traffic and to harass air traffic to and 
from B erlin," he said.

Germans 
already 
have 
banned electoral college members using 
land routes to West Berlin, 110 miles 
deep inside East Germany. 


Even further harassm ent of road, rail 
and water canal traffic would not bring 
full-scale crisis, 
according to diplo­ 
mats in London.

Grigg in London quoted western offi­ 
cials as saying interference with the 
city’s air lifelines would be “ much more 
serious . . . This, it is feared, could 
well lead to a major c risis."

MONTREAL (UPI) — The Montreal and 
Canadian stock exchanges, battered by a 
massive bomb blast, opened for business 
today with chalk and blackboards replac­ 
ing the electronic equipment lining its 
scarred walls. 


President Charles B. Neapole ordered 
trading resumed on Canada’s oldest ex­ 
change less than 20 hours after a dyna­ 
m ite bomb planted in a visito rs’ gallery 
knocked it out of commission and sent 27 
persons to hospital. 


About 400 persons were in the area 
when what appeared to be the most power­ 
ful of 58 bombs to explode in Montreal 
in eight months shook the building shortly 
after 2:45 p.m. Thursday. 


Sirhan 
defense 
outlined 
LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Sirhan B. Sir­ 
han was intoxicated and in a “ trance in 
which he had no voluntary control" at 
the moment when he fatally wounded Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, the defense said at 
his murder trial today. 


Defense Attorney Emile Zola Ber­ 
man put before the jury of eight men and 
four women the first solid account of the 
defense that the Arab immigrant will 
offer in an attempt to avoid the Califor­ 
nia gas chamber. 


Berman traced Sirhan’s life in Pale­ 
stine before coming to this country and 
told of terrible scenes of violence which 
left such an effect upon his personality 
that he was subject to fantasies and out 
of touch with reality. 


“ Sirhan will tell you himself from 
this witness stand that he never thought 
he ever would kill Kennedy but through 
his mystic mind power he could fan­ 
tasize and relieve that feeling of empti­ 
ness inside him," the New York attor­ 
ney said. 


“ Through chance, a weird change of 
circum stances, and while in a disturbed 
mental state, intoxicated and confused, 
he had the same spells that he had in 
Palestine. There is no doubt and we 
have told you this from the beginning, 
that he did, in fact, fire the shot that 
killed 
Senator 
Kennedy. 
The killing 
was unplanned and undeliberate, 
im­ 
pulsive and without premeditation or 
malice, totally a product of a sick, ob­ 
sessed mind and personality. 


“ At the actual moment of the shoot­ 
ing, he was out of contact with reality, 
in a trance in which he had no voluntary 
control over his will, his judgment, his 
feelings or his actions. I do not expect, 
nor is it my desire that you accept my 
statement as evidence. I tell you these 
m atters because we will prove them 
through great men in the fields of psy­ 
chiatry and psychology — by tests that 
run the gamut of hypnosis, interviews 
and known and accepted psychological 
tests and testing procedures." 
Berman said that evidence would dis­ 
close the defendant is “ an immature, 
emotionally disturbed and mentally ill 
youth."

Citys sewer facility to 
commence operations 


Lompoc’s sewer plant, which was 
knocked out by flooding waters on Jan. 
25 resumed partial operation yesterday, 
ending three weeks of inactivity. 
Most functions of the plant with the 
exception of the sludge beds were opera­ 
tive today, according to Gene Wahlers, 
city adm inistrator. It will take a little 
time longer to repair the beds which 
were completely inundated by the Santa 
Ynez River at Cantlay Cut, he said. 
Damage to the plant has been estimat­ 
ed at $32,000, but Wahlers said a true 
value could not be reached until complete 
construction costs are known. Central 
Avenue west of V Street has been closed 
to traffic since the waters overran the 
river on the afternoon of Jan. 25. There 
still is no estim ate of the damage to the 
key thoroughfare, Wahlers said. 
In addition to the damage to the sewer 
plant and to Central Avenue, Wahlers said 


the 
floods wiped out the police pis­ 
tol range on the northeast edge of the 
city. Estimates of the damage have rang­ 
ed into the thousands of dollars. 
Damages to the city facilities are be­ 
ing processed under the federal law, 875, 
according to Wahlers. A state relief bill, 
AB 76 will be considered at apublic hear­ 
ing in Sacramento today, 


Wahlers said the city might avail it­ 
self of the bill’s benefits for damages 
not covered under the federal law. 
Meanwhile 
Reagan’s administration

taken off the top of gasoline taxes now 
allocated to counties and cities for street, 
road and bridge construction. 


Many cities are also supporting a p ro 
posal for a temporary one cent increase 
in the gas tax to repair and restore public 
facilities damaged by the storm.

The fighting spilled over into the ad);* 
cent suburb of Lalukhet and at least three 
fires filled the skies with smoke while 
veiled Moslem women crowded on ver- 
N.Viets refuse 
discussion on 
Red uprisings

PARIS (UPI) — Western diplomatic 
sources said today North Vietnam has 
refused to discuss the Communist up- 
risings in Laos and Cambodia at the Viet­ 
nam peace talks. The refusal added to the 
issues that have deadlocked the talks for 
more than four weeks. 
The war in Vietnam has spilled over 
the borders into Laos and Cambodia num­ 
erous times and South Vietnam accused 
the Hanoi regime of trying to export its 
revolution to those countries too. Hanoi 
says 
they 
are 
completely 
separate 
“popular uprisings" and must be dealt 
with separately. 
Western diplomatic sources said chief 
Hanoi negotiator Xuan Thuy rejected ef­ 
forts to discuss those neighboring coun- 
tries and that he clearly hoped to give 
the insurgent leaders in those countries 
a chance to pose as independent negotia­ 
tors at some future conference. 
The P aris talks were so deadlocked 
that U S. Ambassador Ellsworth Bunker 
conferred in Saigon today with Presi­ 
dent Nguyen Van Thieu on means of 
resolving some of the issues. It was 
their first conference since Vice P resi­ 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky flew home from P ar­ 
is Sunday.

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Reagan, Senate Demos 
prepare for tax fight

And Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley, R - San Anselmo, new 
chairman of the lower house 
Revenue and Taxation Commit­ 
tee, objected to both plans as 
“one - shot” proposals and not 
long range. 
Senate Democratic l e a d e r 
George R. Moscone, who said 
he had the full backing of the 
19-member Democratic caucus 
in the upper house, introduced 
the 20 per cent proposal Thurs­ 
day. 
Moscone, San Francisco, de­ 
nounced Reagans proposed 1970 
measure as an “election year 
handout.” 
“The taxpayers need relief 
now from the $1 billion tax hike 
imposed two years ago,” he 
said, referring to the 1967 tax 
increase package requested by 
Reagan and approved by the 
legislature. 
Moscone said that middle-in- 
come families with a tax bill 
of $500 filing joint returns would 
receive a $100 refund on their 
1968 liability. He said under 
Reagan’s plan the same family 
would get $50 back in 1970 on 
1969 taxes owed. 
The rebate under Moscone*s 
bill would be made on tax re­ 
turns due April 15 and would 
be made before Dec. 31. It is 
an urgency measure that be­ 
comes effective upon the gover­ 
nor’s signature. 
"It has become clear that the 
governor is playing apolitical 
game with the people’s money,” 
Moscone said and added that 
Reagan “overcharged” taxpay­ 
ers with the 1967 boost.

Williams 
may receive 
nomination

SACRAMENTO (UPI) _ Hu­ 
man Resources Secretary Spen­ 
cer Williams may be nominated 
by President Nixon as U.S. at­ 
torney for northern California, 
replacing Democrat Cecil Poole 
Political sources 
disclosed 
Thursday that Williams was 
holding discussions with the ad- 
ministration 
as 
the 
leading 
prospect 
for the post, with 
headquarters in San Francisco. 
“No d e c i s i o n has been 
reached,” Williams said, al­ 
though he acknowledged he had 
discussed possible posts with 
the national administration. 
Paul Beck, press secretary to 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, said no 
resignation had been submitted. 
Williams, 46, was an unsuc­ 
cessful candidate for state at- 
torney general in 1966. He was 
defeated by incumbent Demo­ 
crat Thomas C Lynch despite 
a GOP sweep of other statewide 
offices. 
He was appointed by Reagan 
as one of four top cabinet offi­ 
cers at a$28,000-a-yearsalary. 
His agency has been involved 
in repeated controversy. It ad­ 
m inisters the state’s social wel­ 
fare programs and the costly 
medical care (Medi - Cal) pro­ 
gram. 
Lucian B Vandegrift, former 
Butte County district attorney, 
would be considered the top 
prospect to replace Williams if 
the former Santa Clara County 
counsel resigns from his state 
post. 
Earlier this week, Reagan ac­ 
knowledged that Williams had 
been talking with the Nixon ad­ 
ministration about a post. Both 
the Department of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare and Depart­ 
ment of Justice were mentioned 
but talks now have generally 
centered on the U S. attorney 
post. 
“That’s his decision to make,” 
Reagan said of the possibility 
Williams would take a federal 
post. 
Poole, a Negro, first was ap­ 
pointed U.S. attorney by P resi­ 
dent Kennedy on June 7, 1961. 
-He was continued in the post 
by President Johnson and nomi­ 
nated by Johnson last year for 
a federal judgeship. 
There were published reports 
that Sen. George Murphy, R - 
Calif., acted to block Poole’s 
confirmation 
by 
the Senate. 
Murphy denied that he took 
any formal action but said he 
passed along to the Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee some com­ 
munications from constituents 
who he would not identify. 
But 
Murphy made it clear 
that he opposed Poole's selec- 
tion as a judge.

Admirals to 
inspect 
sister ship

CORONADO, 
Calif. (U PI)- 
The five admirals conducting 
the inquiry into the capture of 
the USS Pueblo made a hurried 
trip to Virginia today to inspect 
another Navy intelligence ship. 
The admirals were to leave 
for Little Creek, Va., to tour the 
USS 
Palm 
Beach—a vessel 
slightly larger than the Pueblo. 
It carries the same type of 
sophisticated electronic gear 
the captured Pueblo was equips 
ped with. 
Pueblo 
skipper 
Lloyd 
M. 
Bucher was legally entitled to 
make the trip, but he declined. 
The admirals were due in 
Norfolk, Va., late today. They 
will return to Coronado Satur­ 
day night. 
A Navy spokesman said the 
third phase of the hearing—the 
ordeal of the Pueblo crew in

Korea—may 
not

underway until the middle of 
next 
week. 
It 
had 
been 
scheduled to start Thursday, 
but the admirals still were 
sorting conflicting testimony 
about the Pueblo’s capture. 
Seizure of the ship by North 
Korea Jan. 23, 1968, is the 
subject of the second part of the 
three-phase hearing.Bucher and

testified in an open hearing 
Thursday which produced favor­

Hayward, Calif., retreated from 
his earlier statement that he 
ordered destruction of secret 
materials when Harris failed to 
do so.

Pvt. Nesrey Sood, a husky 
father of three from Oakland, 
Calif., turned pale and clenched 
his teeth when the verdict was 
returned by a six-officer court 
martial board. 
Sood 
was 
among 
27 
GI 
prisoners charged with mutiny 
for striking last October to 
protest conditions at the stock­ 
ade and the fatal shooting of a 
fellow inmate during an escape 
attempt. 
The 
trial 
of 
two 
more 
defendants, 
Pvts. Louis Osc- 
zponski of Florida, N.Y., and 
Lawrence Reidel of Crescent 
City, Calif., was to resume 
today. The remaining 24 face 
trials later this month or in 
March. 
The trial of Qsczponski and 
Reidel 
was 
interrupted last 
week by the Army Law Officer 
(Judge), 
Lt. 
Col. 
George 
Robinson, who ordered a sanity 
board to check the mental state 
of the two defendants at the 
time of the strike. 
The court deliberated only 35 
minutes 
before finding Sood 
guilty on the mutiny charge and 
announced the penalty after an 
hour and 25 minutes. It also 
ordered forfeiture of pay and a 
dishonorable discharge. 
The 
penalty 
brought 
an 
audible gasp from about 20 
spectators in the small military 
courtroom. 
Sood’s 
civilian 
attorney, Paul Havlonik of the 
American Civil Liberties Union

“shocked and 
stunned” by the severity of the 
sentence. 
Halvonik said he would appeal 
the verdict and sentence, which 
are subject to review by higher 
authority. 
Sood was drafted in January, 


1967, and has spent 11 months 
at hard labor for such offenses 
as assaulting a non-commis­ 
sioned officer,being disrespect 
ful to a superior officer, and 
breaking restrictions.

Emmitt Yeary, asked the board 
merely to discharge the defen­ 
dant as a hardship case.

The County Planning Com­ 
mission determined Thursday 
that Pozzolan Products, Inc., 
owners of aCasmaliaareaplant 
which had been closed for aper- 
iod 
due to stringent county 
smoke pollution controls, is in 
compliance with a county condi­ 
tional use permit in ordering 
expensive equipment designed 
to replace the open pit burning 
process. 
A report by the office of Coun­ 
ty Counsel George P. Kading 
showed that the company execu­ 
ted a contract Jan. 9 with Cope­ 
land Process Corp. providing 
for delivery of the equipment, 
construction and installation. 
The contract provides for a 
“ start-up within six months of 
placement of the order,” or 
some time in July. Since this 
is well within the Nov. 12,1969, • 
termination date for all open pit 
burning and the commencement 
date for operation under the 
permit, the county counsel’s 
office said it is satisfied that the 
company has met terms of the 
agreement with the county.

of which 
Lompoc is a part, died yester­ 
day in Sacramento. 


Friends of the family report 
that he was found dead in his 
sleep last night.

Genovese and Catena were 
identified by imprisoned infor­ 
mer Joseph Valachi as two of 
the 12 “ commissioners” who 
run organized crime operations 
in the United States for the 
Cosa Nostra. Of the 12, five 
were from New York where 
Genovese was the most power­ 
ful. 
Genovese was born Nov. 21, 
1897, in Resigliano, Italy. He 
entered the United States as a 
permanent resident May 23, 
1913 at New York City and was 
naturalized Nov. 25, 1936 in 
U.S. District Court there.

Last 
year 
Lompoc Senior 
High underwent an accrediting 
procedure 
to determine the 
length of time that LHS will be 
officially accredited under the 
Western Association of Schools 
and Colleges Accrediting com­ 
mission for Secondary Schools. 
This involved much of the stu­ 
dent body, the administrative 
staff and the teaching staff. 


Lompoc high received a five 
year accreditation the highest 
and longest term possible to re­ 
ceive. The whole of LHS parti­ 
cipated in the accreditation pro­ 
cedures, filling out forms and 
questionnaires on the strength 
and weaknesses of Lompoc high, 
writing reports and philoso­ 
phies, then finally the accredi­ 
tation committee’s 300 page 
report. 


The accreditation committee 
that compiled the report coi* 
sisted of Mr. Donald Richard- 
son, Mr, Robert Paisola, prin­ 
cipal 
of LHS, Mr. 
Herbert 
Marsh, assistant principal of 
Lompoc high last year, Mr. 
Bill Williams, last year’s Ad­ 
ministrative Dean of Lompoc 
high, Mr. Richard Humble Coun­ 
selor 
for Lompoc high, Mr. 
Lloyd Lewaiv member, board 
of trustees, and Mr. Arthur 
Timmer, assistant superinten­ 
dent. 


The purpose and goals of the 
accreditation 
procedures 
is 
stated in the preface to the Ao 
creditation report. It says that 
in order to maintain agoodedn- 
cational system it is necessary 
to have a continual evaluation, 
in the light of specific objeo 
tives. The accreditation proce­ 
dure is set up in such a way so 
as to enable the school to deter­ 
mine the effectiveness of all of 
its programs, its strong points 
and its weak points, and possible 
recommendations. 


A section of the report in­ 
cludes 
the 
recommendations 
that the 1963 accreditation com­ 
mittee made. 


Included in their recommen­ 
dations are several things that 
Lompoc high has made an ef- 
fort 
to 
improve upon. Such 
as, the visiting committee not­ 
ed that the school should look 
into the fact that we had no work 
experience office or secretary 
to help with the work load. This 
recommendation has been im­ 
plemented. A half-time, paid 
adult secretary has been em­ 
ployed, a separate office with 
telephone has been established* 


They also suggested a study of 
the counselors work load be 
made, so as to expedite the re­ 
quests that the students make 
for conferences. While the coun- 
selor-student ratio is about 425 
to 1, the counselor does not have 
all the clerical duties that he had 
before. It is stated also that they 
will continue to put out consid- 
erable effort to reduce the ra­ 
tio of student and counselors. 
Not ail of the recommendations 
have been implemented though. 
An example of this is the reo 
ommendation by the visiting 
committee to the reduction of 
its six period teaching day to a 
five period teaching day. At the 
present 
there 
has 
been no 
chantre of the six neriod dav. 


Another section of the re­ 
port is the Philosophy section. 
This was written in the light 
that every school should have a 
definite and carefully formu­ 
lated philosophy of education 
and that an effort should be made 
to keep these up-to-date. Those 
who participated in the formu­ 
lating of these philosophy’s and 
goals of education include the 
Governing 
Board, 
the 
Pro 
fessional staff, The Consultant 
service (conselors) and Par­ 
ents and other lay people. The 
date of the last revision of the 
school philosophy was 1965. 
In an effort to acquaint the sto 
dents with these philosophies 
the following materials and ao- 
tivities are used: the student 
handbook, the Smoke Signal,

Other sections in the report 
include, The School in the Com­ 
munity, how is the community 
connected with our high school, 
for example parents chaperones 
for school dances, and various 
ways of involving the parents. 
Then there is a section on the 
Student Activity Program, the 
Administrative Staff, Instruc­ 
tional staff, Classified Staff, and 
the School Plant. The School 
Plant section consists of the 
space of the classrooms, the 
number of classrooms, and the 
same 
questions 
were asked 
about the gym, cafeteria and 
other buildings. This section 
also deals with the adequacy of 
facilities. 
In the back of the report is the 
recommendations made by the 
1968 visiting committee. They 
noted and commended the fact 
that 83 (81 per cent) of the reo 
ommendations made by the 1963 
visiting committee have been 
implemented in whole or in part 
sufficient to satisfy the intent of 
the original recommendations, 
the 
1968 Visiting Committee 
made the following recommen­ 
dations: 
1. That the administrations 
be encouraged to continue to 
find ways of continuing the fol­ 
low-up study on all students. 
2. The continued study be 
given to the problem of stor­ 
age facilities. 
3. That continued study be 
given to finding the ways and 
means to provide for more cler­ 
ical help for teachers. 
These 
recommendations 
were made under the category 
General. 
Other recommends 
tions were made under their 


specific category. For example 
under the category Counseling 
and Guidance they stated that a 
head counselor should be put 
into the staff. Under the head­ 
ing Student Activity Program 
the committee commends the 
school for: 


1. An excellent student body 
organization with a larger num­ 
ber of students actively involv­ 
ed. 
2. Excellent spirit and loyal­ 
ty of the students. 


3. Wide variety of activities 
available to students. 
4. The good orientation of all 
students at the year to student 
activities and traditions. 
Under the same heading the 
committee also made certain 
recommendations, they include 
the following: 


1. That the development of 
cultural activities through club 
activities . and school assemb­ 
lies be continually emphasized. 
2. That we be aware of the 
need for a better program of 
orientation for the student new 
to Lompoc high. 


3. That the program of student 
leadership training, including 
requirements upon and evalua­ 
tions of office holders, be eval­ 
uated. 


One 
of the parts that the 
students played was to fill out 
the questionnaire, the entire 
student body responded to the 
questionnaire.

Arguments set for hike 
in consumer gas rates 


Oral argument has been set 
by the California Public Utili­ 
ties Commission for Thursday, 
February 13, on the application 
of Southern California’s two 
largest gas companies for a 
$21.2 million annual rate in­ 
crease. 
The argument will begin at 10 
a.m. in the Commisssion’s Los 
Angeles Courtroom, 107 South 
Broadway, with Commissioner 
Fred P. Morrissey and Exam­ 
iner Arch E. Main presiding. 
Public hearings on the ap­ 
plications of Southern Califor­ 
nia and Southern Counties Gas 
Companies, and their affiliate 
Pacific Lighting Service & Sup­ 
ply, began January 
2 a n d 
were concluded last Friday. 
The gas companies contend 
the rate hike is needed to off­ 
set a portion of a potential 
increase in the cost of gas they 
purchase from E l Paso Natur­ 
al Gas Company. The El Paso 
increase may become effective 
March 7, and the local gas com­ 


panies are asking the Commis­ 
sion for an increase effective 
the same date. 
The $31,2 million increase 
would affect over 3.1 million 
customers in 12 counties. If the 
increase is granted and spread 
among the companies’ custom­ 
ers according to the compan­ 
ies’ rate spread plan, it would 
add about 35 cents to the month­ 
ly bill of the average residen­ 
tial customer. 


Expected to participate in the 
oral argument are two of the gas 
companies’ largest customers, 
Southern California Edison and 
San Diego Gas 4 Electric. Oth­ 
er participants are likely to in­ 
clude the Cities of Los Angeles 
and Long Beach, the California 
Manufacturers Association, the 
California Farm Bureau Feder­ 
ation, and the Commission’s 
own staff.

Not in public interest 


Opposition appears to be mounting against the proposed 
Lompoc Narrows Dam project. Many of the projected argu­ 
ments are puzzling and vague and appear to be based more on 
vested interests than fact. 
One objection voiced by the opposition is clearly more puz­ 
zling than others. Chief advocates for this overly-puzzling 
argument appear to be self-styled experts who decry the de­ 
secration of property destined for inundation in the name 
of wildlife conservation and ecology. 
They speak of the deer, beaver, bob-tailed cats, birds, goph­ 
ers and field mice all destined to be eradicated from the face 
of Santa Rosa Valley by the appearance of a lake. 
They speak of the terrible loss to the steelhead trout in the 
streams, which argument would be pure folly to any local 
fisherman. 
By their pronunciations, one would believe that the area 
involved is bound to be obliterated in the fashion of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki. 
It is only logical to point out that until dams were erected 
in many areas of our state to control wild and muddy torrents, 
there were only a few fish, mostly of the trash variety, living 


Exhibitionists 


Television viewers are all too familiar with the exhibitionist 
children, young or old, who make faces and wave their hands 
and act silly when they find the television camera has picked 
them out of a crowd of onlookers at any event. A great deal of 
today’s college “ revolutionary” exhibitionism falls in that 
same sub-adult class, according to Dr. S. E. Hayakawa, act­ 
ing president of troubled San Francisco State College. 
The noted semanticist has been quoted as saying, as many 
others have said, that the Stokely Carmichaels are “ not so 
much events as psuedo events created by the mass media 
themselves.” He singles out television as the prime creator, 
although someone once replied when asked how many follow­ 
ers Carmichael had, “ Probably about 2,000 Negroes and all 
you reporters.” 
What is of more concern to Dr. Hayakawa is the resem­ 
blance between today’s campus uprisings, with their faculty 
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in such torrents. After the Colorado River was tamed, for 
example, the Bureau of Reclamation reported 7,800,000 angler- 
days of sport during a year of use by visitors to its reser­ 
voirs and 380,000 angler - days of action for trout fishermen 
in cool streams below its dams. 
As for the deer, beaver, bob-tailed cat, birds, gophers and 
field mice, the advocates of the argument would wish for you 
to conjure up a picture of drowning creatures as waters pour 
into the reservoir. Granted, this would be a tragedy akin 
to the oil-soaked creatures recently killed on our beaches 
and would bleed the heart of even the most hard-hearted, 
but such an occurrence will never take place. 
Strangely enough, the proponents of this argument remain 
noticeably silent on the recent loss of the deer, rabbits, 
snakes, field mice and other wildlife creatures washed to the 
Pacific Ocean in the recent rampage of the Santa Ynez River. 
The argument against the dam by the self-styled wildlife 
conservationists is simply that they do not want visitors to 
have access to areas now enjoyed by only a handful of persons 
who desire privacy. 
This is certainly not in the true public interest. 


support, and the rise of Hitlerism in Germany. 
“ The first successful book I ever wrote was ‘Language in 
Action’ in 1941,” he said, “ and though most people don’t 
know it, it was a direct response to Hitler’s use of language 
to divide a nation.”

WASHINGTON — The winds of change 
blowing across this

preme Court of the United States, hav­ 
ing ignored the hot breath of angry cri­ 
tics, faces the prospect in the next four 
years of an upheaval promising a court 
entirely made over by the new Presi­ 
dent. 
The inevtiability of

Warren, who is 77, 
leaves 
the court in 
June, 
having acceded 
to

Nixon to postpone his 
retirement 
originally set for last Sep­ 
tember. Warren, having cordially agreed 
to swear in the new President, receiv­ 
ed a call from Nixon the following day 
asking him if he would delay his de­ 
parture, since to leave the court in 
the middle of the term might be dis­ 
ruptive. This amicable arrangement put 
a period to a long season of ill will 
between the two Californians. 
The veteran of the court, Justice 
Hugo L. Black, will be 83 on Feb. 27. 
Next October he will have served for 32 
years. Since the court’s birth in 1790 
only four justices have served longer. 
John Marshall, 
Stephen J. Field and 
John M. Harlan all were on the court 
for a record 34 years. Joseph Story was 
on the supreme bench for 33 years. 
The brethren on the court believe that 
Justice Black means to set a record. 
Service for 35 years — he is presently 
in excellent health-he would not retire 
until October of 1972. This is the kind 
of benchmark that in the history books 
puts stars after a man’s name. 
Black has himself executed a shift so 
radical as to be virtually a 180-degree 
turn. From having been perhaps the most 
liberal of the justices, repeatedly cham­ 
pioning the cause of civil rights and re­ 
buking those who would invade the sanc­ 
tity of the individual, Black has recent­ 
ly denounced the court for usurping the 
authority of Congress, the lower courts 
and the states. He has thereby won the 
applause of conservative critics who 
have 
been saying those same things 
about the supreme tribunal. 
The other day he took 20 minutes to 
castigate the justices from the bench. 
It took no mind reader to see from the 
expressions on the faces of his fellow 
judges how astonished they were as 
Black delivered his stern critique. In 
the case of a defendant whose convic­ 
tion of a federal gambling law had been 
upheld by an appeals court voting six 
to two, Black declared: 
“ It seems to me that this court would 
best 
serve 
itself and the administra­ 
tion of justice by accepting the judg­ 
ment of the two courts below. After all, 
they, too, are lawyers and judges and 
much closer to the practical, every­ 
day affairs of life than we are.” 
The justice with the next longest term 
of service is William O. Douglas, who 
is also 
one of the most controversial 
judges. In April he will have served 30 
years, having been appointed by Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt when he was a mem­ 
ber of the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. Douglas some time ago un­ 
derwent an operation for the insertion of 
a pacer to control an irregular heart 
beat. He is 70 years old. 
In point of age Justice John Marshall 
Harlan, grandson of the record-holding 
Harlan, is next. At 69, he will have 
served 15 years next month. He was ele­ 
vated by President Eisenhower from the 
court of appeals to the supreme bench. 
In recent years Harlan has had serious 
eye trouble. 
Merely looking at the actuarial ta­ 
bles, the likelihood is that President 
Nixon will name three justices in addi­ 
tion to the chief justice. Far more than 
any other appointments he will make, 
this promises to determine the shape of 
things to come for a long time into the 
future, Eisehower’s selection of War­ 
ren to be chief was very possibly the sin­ 
gle most important act of his eight 
years. By unifying the court in the school 
desegregation case, Brown vs. the Board 


of Education, the chief justice establish­ 
ed a landmark setting the direction 
followed since. 
The reach of the court being so long 
and with the possibility that with eight 
years in the White House Mr. Nixon might 
well name four or five justices in addi­ 
tion to the chief, speculation has begun 
about the make-up of a Nixon court. The 
name of Herbert Brownell, 
attorney 
general under Eisenhower, 
has been 
raised as a successor to Warren. 
While 
within the judicial fraternity 
any speculation is most carefully guard­ 
ed, the conjecture is that Brownell will 
not get the nod. He will be 65 on Feb. 
20. The President, so the speculation is,

would prefer a younger man who would 
shape the direction of the court over 
decades and not merely years. Brownell 
has had no judicial experience, nor had 
Warren prior to his appointment. 


If there is one figure who is serenely 
aloof — and serene is the word —it is 
Earl Warren. In Sacramento on Jan. 3 
he observed the 50th anniversary of his 
entry into public service while he was 
still in the uniform of World War I. In 
June he means to find another way to 
use his great talents as moderator and 
inspirer.

Commission. 
The water board 
meets in Santa Bar­ 
bara today and one of the items on the 
agenda is a report on waste water dis­ 
charge in the Lompoc Plain. Conceive 
bly the board will also crank into its 
deliberations the contamination that re­ 
sulted from the recent floods. 
LAFCO was created a few years ago 
to halt the wave of annexations on the 
one hand and bring a sense of sanity in­ 
to those annexations that had obvious 
merit. 
Basically the two bodies act as modify­ 
ing influence on the conduct of the pub­ 
lic estate, through mediation and study. 
Studies of transportation and the move­ 
ment and path of vehicular traffic in the 
south county area is a good example of 
cooperation between several government­ 
al entities over several jurisdictions. 
Now efforts are being made to do the 
same kind of thing in the north county 
area. Also under way is a study of sew­ 
er and water facilities, spurred in part 
by the Cities-County Area Planning Coun­ 
cil. The council itself holds great prom­ 
ise for the future in a wide range of in­ 
terests. 
This has been a capsuled view of things, 
but it may serve as a backdrop for furth­ 
er consideration. 
It is of utmost importance that we ac­ 
celerate the process of regional and 
local cooperation in solving problems. 
For example, it is sad that the con­ 
cepts which I have described have not 


been adequately brought to bear on the 
acquisition of an auto wrecking or dis­ 
mantling yard in the Lompoc area. Re­ 
quests for zoning to create such facili­ 
ties have been rejected at various times 
by both the city and the county. The 
area and particularly the city needs a site 
the worst way, but thus far after a year 
or more of fumbling, little progress has 
been made. 
Lompoc has ruled that the two official 
yards now in operation must clear out of 
their present sites — one on West Laurel 
Avenue, the other on North Second Street 
- by 1970. 
On a broader basis we should move 
faster to work out cooperation with San 
Luis Obispo County on plans for the coast­ 
al aqueduct. Certainly Santa Barbara 
County and its taxpayers are not pre­ 
pared to pay go it alone in construction 
of the vital facility and not a drop of 
state water will get into local areas 
until it is built. 
In the same vein the time is at hand 
when citizens of the entire county should 
begin to realize that the water problems 
of Lompoc Plain are everyone's prob­ 
lems. 
Basically what we’re talking about is a 
kind of ecology — the balance of things. 
All areas that receive water from a 
particular watershed such as the Los 
Padres National Forest for example, 
have something in common and their wa­ 
ter needs should be dovetailed into the 
complete facade of geography. The Bur­ 
eau of Reclamation has been undertaking 
studies of various areas or valleys, 
but I’d like to see this information 
more readily available. 
Every week I hear someone ask “ how” 
he can do “ what” to ensure better gov­ 
ernment and better governmental serv­ 
ices. Here’s a chance for the citizen to 
insist that government and the various 
committees and commissions become 
more effective and more responsive to 
area needs as distinguished from strict­ 
ly local considerations. This can be done 
without loss of autonomy and with the 
added assuran** 
’iat future generations 
will say we ’ve* e really on our collec­ 
tive toes.
